retary of war, for high crimes and mis- 
demeanors in office. 


Tho following are the points of the 


unanimous report read by Clymer, in 
behalf of the examining committee, 
Clymor, Blackburn and Bobbins. 
Ca- 


leb P. Marsh, one of the witnesses or^ 
dered to be subpffinaed by the com- 
mit too, being present, wa-< sworn accor- 
ding to law. 
He testified that ho had 


resided in New York about eight years. 
In reply to a general question, ho said, 
in the summer of 1870 myself and wife 
spent some weeks at Long Branch, and 
on roturniug to New York, Mrs. Bel- 
kuap and Mrs. Bower, by our invita- 
tion, came for a visit to our_ house. 
Mrs. Belknap was ill during this visit, 
and I suppose, in consequence of our 
kindness, she felt under some obliga- 
tions, for she asked mo ono day why I 
didn't apply fora post tradership on the 
frontier. 
I asked what they were, and 


was told that many of them were very 
lucrative offices, aud if I wanted ono, 
sue would ask tho secretary for one. I 
replied that I thought such offices _ be- 
longed to disabled soldiers, and besides, 
I was without political influence, she 
answered that politicians got such plac- 
es, etc. 
I do not remember saying if I 


had a post of this kind I would re- 
mouiber her, but I do remember her 
saying something like this : If I can 
prevail upon the secretary to award a 
post to you, you must bo careful to say 
nothing about presents, for a man once 
offered him $10,000 fora tradership of 
this kind, and ho told him if ho didn't 
leave tho office he would kick him down 
stairs. 


Mrs. Belknap and Mrs. Bower re 


turned to Washington, and a few days 
after Mrs. Belkuiip sent for me, and I 
went over. 
She told me that tho post 


at Fort Sill was vacant, that it was a 
valuable post, and that she bau prevail- 
ed on the secretary to give it lo me. I 
called on the secretary and applied for 
the position on a regular printed _ for in. 
The secretary said he would appoint me 
if I could lurnish proper letters and rec- 
ommendations, and this I said I could 
do. Either tho secretary, or Mrs. Bel- 
knap told mo I had better see the pres- 
ent trader at the post, John S. Evans, 
who was uii applicant i'orrcappointmont 
as it would be unfair to turn him out 
without notice, as ho would lose large- 
ly on his buildings, etc,, 
I 
found 


Evans alarmed 
at the prospect of 


losing place. 
I remember that he said 


that a firm of western post traders, who 
claimed a good deal of influence with 
the secretary of war, promised to have 
him appointed, but he found, on com-, 


to Washington, the firm to be cn- 


one-half to the s;cretary of war, and 
have continued to do the aame ever 
since. One and • half or ftiro years 
after tho commencement of these' pay- 
ments, I reduced the amount to $6,000 
per annum. 
• 
. 


After the funeral of the then Mrs. 


Belknap, in 1870, the money was sent 
according to the instrnotiotw of the 
Secretary of War, sometimes in bank 
notes, by Adams' express. The aggre- 
gate receipts from the post were about 
$40,000, of which half Wflte, disposed 
of as already mentioned. 
Usually, 


when I urpressed Belknap money, I 
would send him'the receipt of the.com- 
pany, whioh ho would either- return 
marked "0. K.," or otherwise acknowl- 
edge tho receipt of the money. Some- 
times I paid it to him in person, in 
New York, when no receipt was neces- 
sary. I have not preserved any receipts 
or letters. 
When sent by express, I 


always deposited the money personally 
and took a receipt for it. I have fre- 
quently corresponded with the Secre- 
tary of War, and have forwarded re- 
quests to tho Secretary, wrote to me ky 
Evans, wishing privileges about tbe 
fort, snoh as to sell liquor, etc, 
The 


contract between Evans and me never 
was a subject of conversation between 
Belknap and myself. I came to Wash- 
ington on Wednesday, the 23d of this 
mouth. I went to the house of the 
Secretary of War,J staid 
Wednesday 


night and returned on Thursday morn- 
ing. 
I showed him the telegraphic 


subpoena and asked him what it meant, 
He said he supposed it was to state 
before the committee what I knew 
about our transaction together, I said

whole truth.

December, Hon. B. B. Lewis, of Ala- 
bama, was referred to G. O. Aimcs ,rcul 
estate agent in this city. During their 
search tor a house, Mr. Aimcs, in con- 
versation, said to Mr. Lewis that he had 
formerly belonged to the army, but was 
dismissed through the cumity of Belk- 
nap.
